“For I feel just as happy as a 
big sunflower/’ was the refrain of 
a popular song years ago. At that 
time the -unflower’s mission was to 
look pretty, bow its golden head to 
passers-by and feed the chickens 
with it. seeds. Nowadays the sun- 
fl Aver lias the more important mis­ 
sion of finishing steers for the mar­ 
ket in Canada’s prairie provinces, 
Alberta Saskatchewan and Mani­ 
toba, achieving a new incarnation 
in the form 
of roast beef and 
porterhouse steak. 
This year from three to thirty 
acres of sunflowers were planted 
and did so well in “Sunny Alberta,” 
particularly, that more than 1,000 
acres in the Cardston district alone 
will be devoted to this crop next 
year. 
In this section 50 acres of 
sunflowers yielded from 15 to 30 
tons of ensilage per acre. 
Finishing cattle with sunflower 
ensilage was such p success last 
season that hundreds of silos were 
erected this year, giving great im­ 
petus t 
the grovrth of the dairy 
inch ,ry. It is anticipated that in 
a few years every Canadian prairie 
farm will have its silo, and the 
livestock industry will be greatly 
enlarged in area.

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in Montana have found that they 
are superior to corn in most re­ 
spects, and in feeding value the 
crop has outfed the standard crop 
of com. The comparison was made 
between corn, fed green, in the 
glazing stage, to dairy cows in the 
same period of lactation, and sun- j 
flower silage, and gave an increase 
rf ore and one-third pounds peri 
day 
in favor of the sunflower. * 


With com each cow lost twenty 
pounds in flesh during the period of 
the test, but with sunflowers she 
only lost twelve pounds. 
Accord­ 
ing to C. H. Hutton, B. S. A., in an 
address delivered before the West­ 
ern Canada Irrigation Association 
in September. 1920, the sunflower 
not only adapts its* lf to irrigation 
but is a great dry land crop aa 
well.

proposes to introduce Dec. I, when 
congress meets. 
His plan is to re­ 
move all restrictions on desposits in 
postal savings banks, to pay the de­ 
positors 4 percent interest, and, in­ 
stead of ^depositing these funds 
in national banks, he would loan 
them back to the people to improve 
farms and build homes, or for any 
other legitimate and safe purpose. 
How System Works. 
Here 
is

Congressman 
Kelly says *he national banks lifted 
$5,250,000 of the people’s money 
this last year: 
Of the $175,000,000 on deposit 
in the postal savings banks, loO,- 
000.000 of it was desposited in the 
national banks. The national banks 
paid 
the government 2 % 
percent 
interest. Then the treasury depart­ 
ment borrowed $1,000,000,000 from 
these banks 
by 
issuing “ treasury 
certificates’ 
at 6 percent. By this 
transaction the government, or the 
taxpayers lost the difference of 3J 
percent on $150,000,000, which is 
$5,250,000. 
In other words the people fur­ 
nished the $150,000,000 at 2 per­ 
cent, 
the 
government 
added 
one- 
half percent and let the banks have 
it, the banks added 3£ percent and 
let the government have it again, 
and the government then subtracted 
one-half percent and let the farmers 
have it.

The girl is 
Viola Gray, who was married to 
Solon McDonald, her first cousin 
by blood, nine days ago. A wave j 
pf sentiment, it seems, has swej)^ 
forth for the girl, who was raised 
in ignorance on a farm near Allen. 
The couple have been living apart 
since their arrest Thursday on a i 
charge of incest following a com-1 
plaint 
filed by the girl’s father, j 
E. H. Gray. After making bond here 
in Justice Brown’s court, she went 
back to the home of an uncle near 
Steedman. The young husband re-J 
turned to his parents’ home. 
A Stigma on Child. 
The case presents unusual com­ 
plications which may influence the i 
authorities in dealing with the un­ 
fortunate couple. If the marriage 
is annulled, a stigma will be placed 
on an innocent little soul which, 
would then be born without a name, j 
Then, too, if the marriage should 
be annulled, the girl would have to ; 
choose between going back to what 
she describes as a life of drudgery 
or facing the world alone and help­ 
less. 
• 


It is a sin against the laws 
of the stat| of Oklahoma for 
first cousins by blood to marry. 
It would be a sin against the 
unborn child to deprive it of its 
name. Which, in tli^s case, is 
the greater evil? 


It was to save her from this drudg­ 
ery that the 
boy who loved her 
over-stepped the law— to save her 
and to give the child its rightful 
heritage, 
a name. 
The girl 
won't 
think of having the marriage an­ 
nulled. She declares that she will 
not give up her husband, that she 
cannot give him up. 
It is not believed that the girl 
was aware of an infringement on 
the law when she consented to be­ 
come Solon McDonald’s wife. She 
had never been to school more than 
a few days in her life. She had 
seen but little more of 
the 
world 
than the farm near Allen where 
she was raised. 
Who Can Answer? 
Will 
the 
father 
withdraw 
his 
charge against them? Will the coun­ 
ty attorney find sufficient merit in 
the case to make an exception and 
dismiss the case? Are they legally 
married? If not, what about the un­ 
born childe Will the girl’s father 
stand rigid in his attitude to have 
them punished? What is to become 
of them? Those are but few of th£ 
questions which have arisen as a 
result of the pitiful plight of the 
girl-wife and the child that will 
be born to her. Who can answer?
